Hydraulic Feed for Wood Pulp 
Machines. 








fhe illustration herewith given shows 

iprovement for applying pressure to 

ilic cylinders on wood pulp grinders 

r any other machine where two, three or 

nore cylinders are supplied with pressure 

from the same source at the same time in- 

lependent of each other, the piston doing 

ts work in one direction only, the reverse 
being the return stroke. 

The object is tosecure a uniform pressure 
on each individual piston when forcing 
wainst the stock blocks, and the using of 
power at high pressure from the hydraulic 
pump for forcing down only, the return of 
the piston being accomplished by the use of 
pressure from another pump at a much 
lower head ; thus preventing the dropping 
of the pressure on other cylinders supplied 
from the same pump, as is the case when 
the same pressure from the hydraulic pump 
is used both to force down and return the 
piston, In this case the pressure from the 
different pumps, being unequal, 
rolled and regulated by the use of one

valve or cock, 

Figure 1 is a side view of the cylinder 
and its connections ; Fig. 2 is a_ vertical 
section through Fig. 1 on line + +; Fig. 3 
isan enlarged transverse section through 
the valve, showing the arrangement of the 
parts and their position when the pressure 
from the main pipe is shut off and the 
piston is making the return stroke ; Fig. 4 
isa view of the same, showing the position 
when the piston is feeding down to work ; 
Fig. 5 is a sectional view of a modified 
form of the valve. 

A indicates the cylinder, mounted on 
ross head M for bolting to the machine. 
Bis the piston and rod with plunger on 
bottom end, Fig. 1, for forcing the 
wood to the stone. 

C is the supply pipe from the pump for 
forcing the piston against the work. 

D is the pipe from the auxiliary pump for 
raising the piston to the top of cylinder. 

E is the discharge or waste water pipe 

The cylinder A is bored out at O to re- 
ceive the brass bushing N, which is forced 
into place, making a perfectly tight joint. 
The bushing is bored out tapering and has 
holes in its sides to correspond with the 
cylinder ports F and G and supply pipes C 
and D, as shown in Figs. 3 and 4. The 
valve H is fitted to the brass bushing N. 
The ports I and J in the valve H are cored, 
and are so arranged that when port I con- 
hects pipe C and cylinder port F, port J from 
the other pump is closed, the exhaust from 
the underside of the piston B passing out 
through the cylinder port G, down through 
the groove L in the valve H, and back to 
the tank through the pipe E, as 
shown in Figs. 2 and 4. 

When the piston has reached the end of 
the cylinder the valve H is brought to the 
position shown in Fig. 3 by the handle P, 
Fig. 2, which connects the pipe D from the 
auxiliary pump and the cylinder port G, 
and brings the groove K in valve H oppo- 
site the cylinder port F. The pressure 
'rom the pump through the pipe C is thus 
shut off and the piston B is raised by pres- 
sure from the pipe D, and the water in the 
‘op end of the cylinder A is exhausted 
through the cylinder port F, down through 
the groove K and out at the waste pipe E. 

By using this combination the pressure 
'rom the pipe C is only used to force the 
Piston B against the wood on the stone in 
braraalll machines, and by shutting off 
Pressure from the pipe C and using water 
'rom the pipe D from another pump to re-

turn the piston B, the pressure on the other 
‘ylinders supplied from the same pump | 


which supplies C is kept steady and does 
hot allow the machine to change speed, as 
's the case when water from the pipe C is 
used to raise as well as force down the 
Piston B. When that is done, while the 
Piston Bon one cylinder is returning, the 





pressure on all of the other connected cyl- 
inders is allowed to drop until the piston B | 
gets to the top and begins its return stroke. 

Where a number of machines are sup- 
plied from the same pump, while one piston | 
is being raised the other cylinders are par- 
tially relieved of pressure until the piston 
gets to the endof the stroke, and while the 
return stroke is being made the machines 
will ‘‘ speed up,” making an uneven quality 
of product, and in some cases causing seri- 
ous injury to both machines and attendants. 

Fig. 5 shows a sectional plan of a modifi- 
cation of the two way valve plug, in which 
there is an opening in the brass bushing N, 
corresponding with the exhaust port E, and 
the plug H has full openings, 
(instead of covered channels, as in the other 
figures) these openings serving alternately | 
as pressure and exhaust ports, I con- 
necting, as the case may be, feed 
pipe C and the pressure port F, 
while J gives exit from the cylinder 
port G into exhaust E, and by par- 
tial rotation of plug H port J in 
the same connects pressure pipe D 
with the port G, while I connects 
port F with the exhaust E. 


Trials and Triumphs of a 
Millwright. 


Twenty-fifth Paper. 
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By James F. Hosarr. 


‘‘Confound that stuff pipe,’ 
very emphatically remarked the 
head machine tender one day ; ‘‘ the 
blamed thing is always clogging up. 
Sometimes it gets stopped entirely, 
and again it will peel. The stuff 
flakes off the inside of the spout, 
and up comes a sample of every 
kind of paper the mill has made 
within a dog’s age.” 

Thus relieving himself the ma- 
chine tender went to work taking 
off the clamp dogs that he might 
dig out the stuff which had lodged 
in the spout. Before he succeeded 
he had to start the fire pump and put a 
stream into the spout from a hose. That 
did the business in short order. 

This thing occurring every few weeks 
set Tramp to thinking what could be done 
to help the machine tender out of his 
trouble. It was a good deal of work to take 
off the top of a spout, or rather take off a 
wedge shaped board left for that purpose, 
so he got a couple of old hydrant valves 
and screwed them on top of the stuff spout. 
When the thing clogged up the next time 
it was only a very few minutes’ work to con- 
nect the fire hose to one of the valves and 
wash out the spout without taking the thing 
to pieces. 

This device worked very well, and it was 
used for several months until it became 
necessary to put in new spouts, the old ones 
having got pretty soft and leaky. Tramp 
had been doing some studying on the mat- 
ter and made up his mind that it was non- 
sense to have the spouts all the time getting 
choked up. He reasoned something in this 
wise : ‘‘ If that spout hadn’t had corners in 
it there would have been no place for the 
stuff to begin to collect in. If the spout 
was round it would’ have no corners, and if 
it was just large enough tocarry the stream 
of stuff thrown by the pump any pulp that 
wanted to lodge would be carried along by 
the force or the scouring action of the cur- 
rent. Now, if I make the pipe round and 
about 3 or 34% inches in diameter it seems 
as if there would be no more trouble from 
stuff getting stuck in it.” It was tried and 
found to conform to this line of reasoning. 
After that he put in small stuff pipes en- 
tirely. They were of copper, the joints 
welded or brazed longitudinally and the 
transverse joints wiped up by a plumber. 
The bends were all long, none being per- 
mitted less than 2 feet radius. A pipe 150 
feet long rigged in this way has never given 
the least trouble since it was first put in use.

| It seemed as if a mill with a good looking 


sprinkler service, a big fire pump in the 
wheel room and lots of hose all coupled to 
standpipes throughout the mill ought to be 
well protected against fire, especially when 
a trial of the fire apparatus was made every 
two weeks during warm weather. The 
trial consisted of getting two or three 
| lengths of hose on the hydrant which could 
be seen best from the street, and then play- 
ing a stream over the mill for five or ten 
minutes. 
One day Tramp had occasion totake down 
areel of hose which was supposed to protect 
| the rag room. It was found that the hose, 
| which was linen, had rotted completely at 
several points, so that when taken down 
| there was a row of holes almost the whole 
length. In studying into the matter it was

found that at some time or other water had 

been let into the hose by someone opening 

the valve a little, and the moisture thus 
| admitted and permitted to remain in the 
| hose had settled into the lower part of 
| each fold as wound upon the reel, and had 
| rotted the fabric to destruction. 


This matter being reported to the office 
led to an overhauling of the fire department 
and putting it on a basis which would make 
it useful otherwise than to show off to the 
village public and the insurance inspectors. 

To begin with, Tramp went to the fire 
pump and looked that machine over very 
thoroughly. It was one of the rotary kind, 
consisting of two gears intermeshing and 

| driving the water before them. 
| the only fire pump possessed by the mill, 
and it was not long before the insurance 
underwriters refused to take the risk unless 
asteam pump was put in also. It seems 
that the insurance people do not regard the 
power pump as infallible, even though con- 
nected to the water wheel at the jack shaft. 
They argue, and justly too, that the pump 
could be stopped by a very small blaze, 
| which would destroy some of the machinery 
attached to the wheel, leaving the concern 
without water at the time it was needed 
most. A good steam pump in a building 
some distance from the mill forms the safe- 
est source of water supply for fire. Then, 
with a boiler always under steam, there is 
a pretty good chance of being ready for fire

In looking over the pump Tramp found 


that the last time it was used somebody 
had left it too closely in gear, and that the 
main pulley being keyed out of truth (the 
pump was driven by grooved friction 
wheels) it had cut into the pump pulley, 
making a series of grooves in its face, and 
effectually spoiling it for driving purposes. 
Here was an occurrence which would have 
lost the mill in case of fire, It would have 


been discovered at the next inspection, but 
might have been too late then.

water could get in, and there was a proba- 
bility that the screen would be carried into 
the pipe by the pressure of water outside 
it (about 14 pounds per square inch) or that 
the water supply would be stopped alto- 
gether if the screen was strong enough to 
hold itself against the pressure. This trou- 
ble was very quickly cured by turning the 
opening of the spout down stream, so that 
the drift could not lodge against the 
screen. 

When the pump was in good 
order, with a new grooved pulley 
on its shaft, Tramp commenced a 
systematic test of every piece of 
hose around the mill. It was all 
put on the hydrants, a part at a 
time, and pressure equal to 100 
pounds per square inch was pumped 
up in it. In this way all of the 
weak hose was discovered, and it 
must be told that he found very 
little besides weak hose around 
the whole mill. There had been 
provided boxes outside of the mill, 
in which hose was kept wound on 
a reel, and supposed to be secure 
from the weather; but he found 
that the rain had been there almost 
as long as the hose, and the latter 
was rotted out in places the same 
as that which was spoiled in the rag 
room. 

In that mill after the racket 
above described only rubber lined 
hose was purchased. It does not 
rot out as fast as the plain linen 
hose and it also holds water bet- 
ter. The hose is also much easier 
dried out and kept clean. It is also 
stronger and offers less resistance 


to the passage of the stream of 
water. The first cost is greater, but in 
fire apparatus first cost is not to be 


often considered, and then not until after 
the fire. 

Every electric light lead should be so 
connected through a strip of lead called a 
fuse, that in any cross connec- 
tion which might cause a very heavy cur- 
rent to pass through the circuit the lead 
strip will be melted, breaking the circuit 
and saving the electrical apparatus from 
being injured or destroyed by the heavy 
current.

In view of 
the conditions which the law imposes upon 
theformation of contracts it sometimes hap- 
pens that when one of the parties honestly 
supposes that a complete and binding con- 
tract has been made there is in fact no 


| agreement upon which a court could act 


were it necessary to enforce its provisions. 
The most usual method of making con- 
tracts is by offer and acceptance. A mer-— 
chant offers to buy or sell a specified quan- 
tity of goods at a given price. When such 
an offer is made, if no time is limited 
for acceptance, an unqualified acceptance 
within a reasonable time will constitute a 
contract. What is a reasonable time de- 
pends wholly upon the circumstances of 
the individual case. Ten minutes’ delay 
might go beyond that time in some cases, 
while ten days might be within that time 
in others. The usage of the trade, the na- 
ture of the goods, the condition of the mar- 
ket and the circumstances of the offer, all 
go to show what is a reasonable time. If 
a time is limited in the offer, an acceptance 
after that time avails nothing. If the offer 


| is limited as to time, it may still be with- 
| drawn within that time before its actual 
acceptance, 


unless it is made on such 
terms as specifically preclude its with- 


| drawal before the expiration of the limited 


time. 

The acceptance of the offer, in order to 
constitute a contract, must be an absolute 
and unqualified acceptance of the terms 
made, If the acceptance is upon any con- 
dition or subject to any limitation whatever, 
the condition or limitation is in the form of 
a new proposition, and no contract is con- 
summated until there is an unqualified ac- 
ceptance thereof. For instance,if a broker 
offers 1,000 barrels of sugar at 4 cents, and 
his customer replies that he will take 500 
barrels at 4cents, that is not an acceptance of 
part of the offer of the broker, but an entirely 
new offer to buy. There 1s no contract un- 
til both parties have agreed to precisely the 
same thing, in precisely the same manner 
and at exactly the same time. The provi- 
sions of the law with reference to duress or

is no demand at any price, and the lateness 
of the season and probable short term of 
the present quarantine render a real aqd- 
vance very improbable. At the present 
time all the mills appear to be well 
stocked, and there is no disposition to ad. 
vance the prices on paper. 

After all, rags are not as all important to 
the paper maker as they were a few years 
ago, and some of our makers seem to get 
along very well without them. A “little 
wind, a little sulphite and a good deal of 
terra alba,” says one of our local authori- 
ties, ‘‘ will make a very fair paper, if prop.

The Moline Paper Mill has been com 
pletely remodeled during the summer, 
about $25,000 having been expended in re- 
pairs and new equipments and the plant is 
now one of the most complete, best equipped 
and most conveniently arranged of the 
modern book mills of the West. Among 
the new machinery added are two new 
Jordan engines, a seventy-five light elec- 
tric dynamo, a rag thresher made by E. D. 


The machine was completely 
overhauled by the Beloit Iron Works and 
parts were added where needed, 
everything being made as good as new. 

The remodeling was done under the su- 
pervision of John E. Daley, the superin- 
tendent. Mr. Daley was formerly in the 
employ of the Van Nortwick Paper Com- 
pany, at Appleton, Wis., and previously 
was with the Ticonderoga Paper Company, 
of the Empire State. The excellent work- 
ing condition of the plant is an indication 
that he is a thorough, efficient paper maker. 
The output of the mill isextra fine machine 
finished book paper, of which the daily pro- 
duction is 5tons. This mill was originally 
started away back in 1851 in avery modest 
way by S. W. Wheelock, whose demise oc- 
curred at Moline on January 8 last. In 1860 
he enlarged the mill and later had the busi- 
ness changed into a chartered organization, 
with a capital stock of $140,000. Mr. 
Wheelock was one of the pioneer citizens 
of Moline, and did much toward making it 
the great manufacturing centre it has be- 
come, and was for many years president of 
the Moline Plow Company and president of 
the Moline National Bank. Mr. J. B. 
Wheelock, the present manager of the Mo- 
line Paper Company, has been identified 
with the Moline Paper Mill since his boy, 
hood days. 

The Graham Paper Mill, at Rock Island. 
has been completely overhauled and 
equipped with a battery of new steam 
boilers. The heavy floods of the early 
summer did considerable damage both to 
the mill and stock, but things are now in 
excellent shape for an increased output of 
straw wrapping paper. 

John Livingston, Chicago's millwright 
and mechanical engineer, who makes a spe- 
cialty of building and remodeling paper 
and pulp mills and improving water pow- 
ers, has recently remodeled the C. B. Rob- 
ertson Paper Mill at Lafayette, Ind. New 
rotaries were put in and a 48 inch machine 
was added, making three machines now in 
operation, with the capacity increased to 16 
tons of straw wrapping paper per day. 

Indications are favorable for a boom 
to the export trade from the West to 
the South American and Mexican ports. 
The Illinois Central Railroad Company is 
at work trying to secure increased trans 
portation service from New Orleans to 
Mexican and South American ports. To 
the first it is most likely that a complete 
Mexican service both ways will be in exis- 
tence by November1. The second israther 
problematical, as under present conditions 
of quarantine at New Orleans lines are very 
backward about undertaking the service ; 
but should the Board of Health of Louisi- 
ana decide to make some minor modifica- 
tions in their quarantine regulations it is 
most likely that a South American service 
will be well under way before very long.

Orleans now prevails: Havana—Morgan

| The imports of paper stock for the past

184 bales of manillas, 452 bales of 
paper waste, 2,495 bales of wood pulp and 
341 bags of sizing. Imports of paper stock 
are expected to fall off considerably from 
this week’s receipts in the immediate fu- 
ture. 

The chemical market experienced some 
excitement this week on bleaching powders. 
It is claimed that the foreign demand for 
bleaching powders for disinfecting purposes 
in cholera districts has been so large that 
shipments tothe New England market have 
been curtailed, leaving Boston without any 
bleach to sell. What little could be got 
this week has sold at advanced prices. 
Spot lots to-day command 2¥% cents, and 
none for September shipment is offered 
under 2%c. Other lines of chemicals re-

properties and in the effects they produce. 
Although it is a good loading for specific 
purposes, owing to certain properties com- 
mon to all the commercial sorts, its con- 
sumption in the paper industry is not very 
extensive. It is, in the first place, more 
costly weight for weight than china clay, 
its great rival, and owing to the fact that 
it is somewhat soluble in water the use of 
the finer qualities would cost more than 
china clay, even were they to be purchased 
as cheaply. Certain kinds of this are pre- 
pared artificially in the wet way by chemi-

H,O. This crystalline rock ground to an 
impalpable powder is the terra alba of 
commerce, and is usually perfectly free 


from moisture. It therefore contains a

greater percentage of dry sulphate of lime | 
than pearl or crystal hardening, and yields 


proportionately better; but as it is speci- 
fically heavier and not in so fine a state of 
division, itimparts somewhat different char- 
acteristics to paper which is loaded with it. 
Terra alba does not absorb colors owing to 
its hard crystalline nature, and therefore it 
is used with advantage in colored papers. 
It does not possess the whitening proper- 
ties of the other kinds. 

In Germany an anhydrous sulphate of 
lime is sold to paper makers as a loading 
under the name of annaline. Hoffmann 
gives the composition of this substance as 
follows:

This loading is prepared 
heating native crystalline sulphate of lime 
to expel the water of crystallization, and 
then grinding it to an impalpable powder. 
In this state it is synonymous in composi- 
tion with ‘‘ plaster of Paris,” and like this, 
when moistened, it takes up 26 per cent. of 
its weight of water and is reconverted into 
hydrated sulphate of lime. This being so, 
when annaline is added to pulp in the 
beater engine it absorbs water, thereby 
increasing in weight, and in consequence 
yields well. 

" As these different forms of sulphate of 
lime are all soluble to a certain extent in 
water, the water in the beater engine and 
that used on the wire dissolves very ap- 
preciable quantities of them. The ease 
with which they dissolve varies somewhat, 
the artificially prepared pearl hardening 
passing into solution more readily than the

On the other hand, the comparatively 
high yield of the second trial is not alto- 
gether due to the fact that the annaline 
was previously boiled with starch, but also 


the more sulphate of lime required in the 
paper the greater will the proportionate 
yield be on the weight of sulphate used. 

In comparing the relative yields of these 
different forms of loading it is instructive 
to do so under equal conditions. Pearl 
hardening contains only 66 per cent. of dry 
sulphate of lime, while annaline contains 98 
per cent. and terra alba 78 per cent. If we 
make an allowance, in calculating the re- 
sults on trials of these substances, for the 
amount of water, free and combined, which 
they contain, acomparison of the percent- 
age yield reveals the fact that the amount 
of sulphate of lime (CaSO,) dissolved by 
the water is substantially the same in all 
cases, and that any difference as a loading 
between one form of sulphate of lime and 
another is due to difference in original 
composition rather than to any other con- 
dition. 

As hydrated sulphate of lime does not 
lose its water of crystallization on continued 
heating at 212° Fahr. this loading retains 
the water when the paper is dried in the 
ordinary way on the drying cylinders of 
the paper machine ; but when the mineral 
residue is estimated by incineration the 
whole of the water is driven off. The 
amount of residue obtained in this way 
does not truly represent the crystallized 
sulphate of lime in the sample of paper.

GEORGE WILLIAM CuRTISs. 

George William Curtis, editor of Harper's 
Weekly and the ‘‘ Easy Chair” of Har- 
per’s Magazine, died at his residence on 
Bard avenue, Livingston, Staten Island, 
early on Wednesday morning. He had 
been ill for a considerable period of time, 
the cause of death being a tumorous growth 
in the abdomen. 

George William Curtis was born in Provi- 
dence, R. I., on February 24, 1824, and 
when seventeen years of age was placed 
with a German importing house in New 
York. Leaving this position and after 
some time spent at Brook Farm and Con- 


cord he, in 1846, went on a four years’ tour | 


abroad, during which he wrote ‘* Nile Notes 


of a Howadji,” and ‘The Howadji in 
Syria.” He returned to this country in 
1850 and connected himself with the 


Tribune, and in 18538 was engaged on Pxf- 
nam’s Magazine when that was started, 
writing for it the ‘‘ Potiphar Papers ” and 
‘Prue and I.” The magazine passed to 
the ownership of Dix & Edwards, in which 
Mr. Curtis was a partner. The firm failed. 
In 1857 he connected himself with Harfer’s 
Magazine and Harper's Weekly. In the 
same year he married Anna Shaw, daughter 
of Francis George Shaw, who, together 
with a son and daughter, survives him. 

Mr. Curtis was a forceful, fluent and 
gifted writer, a graceful and pleasing 
orator, and in both his business and social 
life was respected and beloved by all who 
knew him.
